This is in reference to your letter of April 23, 1977 
regarding your request for personal information. The Privacy 
Staff requested the Passport Office to search its records for 
any information pertaining to you. The search of those 
records surfaced the enclosed document which is being released 
to you in its entirety. 

The Passport Records also indicated that you were issued a 
passport on April 5, 1948. However, your passport applica- 
tion could not be located. 

Pursuant to your earlier requests, the Privacy Staff coordi- 
nated searches of the Personnel Records, the Security Records, 
and the Central Foreign Policy Records. All documents 
retrieved by these searches were released to you on December 
17, 1976. With the release of the enclosed passport document, 
the Department completes its processing of your request. 

Subsection (d) (2) of the Privacy Act (5 U.S.C. 552a) permits 
an individual to request amendment of a record pertaining to 
him. If you decide that the enclosed information about you 
is not accurate, timely, relevant, or complete, you may 
request amendment of it. Enclosed is a copy of the Depart- 
ment's procedures for requesting amendment to information 
under the Privacy Act.

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AMENDMENT PROCEDURES 



Requests for amending records must be in writing and 
mailed or delivered to the Director, Foreign Affairs 
Document and Reference Center, Department of State, 

Room 1239, 2201 C Street NW, Washington, DC 20520, 
who will coordinate the review of the request to 
amend a record with the appropriate office(s). . T,he 
Department will require verification of personal 
identity before it will initiate action to amend a 
record to ensure that the requester is not deliber- 
ately or inadvertently seeking to change records about 
other persons. Such requests should contain, as a 
minimum, - identifying information needed to locate the 
record, a brief description of the item or items of 
information to be amended, and the nature of the 
requested amendment. The burden shall be upon the 
individual to support his request for amendment. The 
requester should submit as much documentation, arguments 
or other data as seems warranted to support his request. 
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
